the streets of southeast China's 
biggest city is limited to a hand- 
ful of trucks, packed buses and 
trolley-buses. 


On my way to Canton I won- 
dered if I would meet any Red 
Guards. By now I have seen 
thousands 
upon 
thousands, 
shaken 
hands with 
hundreds 
who wanted to be friendly and 
even had one try to press his 
red armband on me as a mark 
of honorary membership. 


Their fervor is pathetic but 
self-sustaining. Primed with the 
thoughts of Mao Tse-tung to 
solve all problems, they see the 
golden classless future as theirs 
to inherit. Their movement is a 
pilgrimage but the only diety is 
Mao. 


Out in the countryside I saw 
many more columns of youths 
marching to join their com- 
rades. 


One group of 50, with bedrolls 


on their backs and mostly bare- 
foot, had been walking behind 
their red flag along dusty roads 
fbr four days. They said it may 
be a year before they see their 
village again^ 


Apart from their teacher, not 
one of them was over 13. 


I was told the influx into Can- 
ton has built up suddenly during 
the last two troubled weeks — 
since Mao and Defense Minister 
Lin Piao said the cultural revo-

lution must spread to every 
work bench and rice paddy in 
the land. 


Appparently, all major cities 
now have a similar 
flood of 
marchers. 
Tne disruption of 
traffic, normal 
working 
and 
food supplies is unimaginable. 


Older men who must keep 
working to feed their families 
are growing increasingly 
re- 
sentful, I was told. So are some 
young workers who are not stu- 
dents and who want to get on 


with learning a trade. 


The Red Guards are every- 
where in Canton, jammed on 
the pavement outside my hotel, 
milling in continuous procession 
along the main streets, accost- 
ing everyone daring them to 
defy Mao's thoughts. They toler- 
ate no opposition. 


And yet it was possible to de- 
tect that opposition still exists in 
Canton. It is underground. It is 
small. But it appears to be de- 
termined. 


The Chinese official assigned 
to me by the authorities — a 
wary Mr. Wu — admitted that 
there had been labor troubles 
and strikes in Canton. From his 
account they were not coordi- 
nated or organized. Yet oppo- 
nents of Mao had been able to 
trigger workers' unrest suffi- 
ciently to set up a number of 
wildcat walkouts. 


In recent weeks the tempo of 
ramming home Mao's message 
has been stepped up. One aim of 


the cultural revolution is to 
make his words and image to- 
tally ubiquitous. 


At every mealtime — delicate 
Cantonese cooking eaten with 
chopsticks — I sat under a red 
banner that said: "Chairman 
Mao is the most outstanding 
leader of the proletariat in the 
present era, and the greatest 
genius in the present era — Lin 
Piao." 


That sets the tone for Mao- 
think.

The bird watchers and flower clubs got a little 
Innoyed at thnes with elements delaying the creation 
h i the Pictured Rocks National Lakeshore in Alger 
County, but the Lakeshore is a reality now, fully auth- 
t^rized by Congress, and it emerges in final form a 
uch better park than the original one proposed in 
961.For this public benefit, credit is due to U.S. Sen­ 
ator Philip A. Hart, the author of the park, to Con­ 
gressman Raymond Clevenger, who helped get House 
Approval, to the National Park Service, the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation, the Michigan Department of Con­ 
servation and especially to the Cleveland Cliffs Iron 
Co. Cliffs is the private land owner most affected by 
the park pi*oject. It was greatly concerned that the 
original proposal would have taken 18,000 acres of its 
best hai-dwood timberland; 20 per cent of the saw’timber 
pix)ductivity upon wliich it bases the pei*petual pro­ 
gramming for its Forrest Center sawmill.

Cliffs, which supported the park project fi-om the 
ijeginning and which bargained only on what form the 
^ rk should take in an effort to help the park without 
crippling its big forest industry enterprise, had help 
fi'om Forum On Resources of Upper Michigan and some 
Other agencies. But mostly the public attitude was in­ 
discriminate approval; it was so pleased to have a 
national lakeshore park in the Upper Peninsula as a 
bolster for its recreation business that it said **Goody- 
goody!” and not “Let*s inspect the proposal.” 


It is difficult to deal with federal agencies on other 
than their own terms, but the federal agencies here 
ixivolved were all cooperative and accommodating. Tliey 
iiuthorized a rather new concept of organization for a 
^keshore park, with the federal government acquiring 
ownership of the prime recreation zone along the south 
shore of Lake Superior, and all the major scenic at­ 
tractions, and with Cliffs retaining its timberlands in 
a southern “buffer” zone and managing them for wood 
production and for recreation.

As the above cases illustrate, 
the store may indeed be held 
liable—but only when the dan­ 
ger could have been reasonably 
foreseen and reasonably pre­ 
vented.

there’s a book on how to be a 
legislator-^Mie of those 148 cit­ 
izens who make the laws of 
Michigan-«nd of course the first 
step is to win the Section. 


The book sajrs the winner is 
then ‘‘transformed into a pub* 
lie figure from whom great de- 
ciskms are expected and on 
whom sometimes overwhelming 
responsibilities are imposed.** 


Ilie reason for the 91-page 
book, put out by the Legislative 
Council, is to save the new law­ 
maker time by quickly ac­ 
quainting him with the many 
practical things he must know 
before he starts making de­ 
cisions. 


It warns, though, that *‘there 
is no body of learned literature 
or discipline in all of academia 
to prepare a legislator for the 
pliilosophical and social dial- 
lenges heaped upon him ^ - 
denly by the electorate.**

For example, Platt observe, 
some 400 government and in­ 
dustrial projects dealing with 
optical laser reportedly are un­ 
derway, utilizing several thou­ 
sand scientists and engineers.

The weevil was first found in 
the United States near Salt 
Lake City, Utah, in 1904. The 
first one found in M i c h i g a n 
turned up in Livingston County 
last May 31.

“If the weevil operates in 
Michigan as it has in many 
areas,

said Dr. Gordon Guyer, chair­ 
man of Michigan State Univer­ 
sity’s entomology department. 


“A farmer witii 60 acres, for 
example would pay about $500 
a year for control,’* he said. 


“This pest is completely dif­ 
ferent. than the cereal leaf 
beetle,” he added. “Scientists 
ha\'en’t come up with an answer 
other than chemicals, and they 
have had the weevil to wmrk 
with for years.” 


For the cereal leaf beetle, he 
said, some progress has been 
made in devrioping parasites, 
resistant grain vanetdes a n d 
other weapons. 


Chemicals Restricted 


Even chemical w a r f a r e 
against the weevil is restricted, 
Guyer said. 


“The real effective chemicals 
can’t be used because of resi­ 
due problems,’* he explained. 


Federal law says there must 
be absolutely no pesticide resi­ 
due in milk, >K^e many other 
food products may have small 
amounts — several parts per 
million. 


C. A. Boyeff, who just retired 
as chief of the plant industry 
division of the State Agriculture 
Department, has argued that 
there should be a tolerance es­ 
tablished in milk standards, too. 


“There was a scare about 
pesticides — maybe rightfully 
so — but it got *way out of pro* 
portions,’* he said. 


“The whole dairy econwny is 
based on alfalfa,” added Dean 
Lovztt. new chief of the division. 


“Dairy farmers are in a bind 
financially and they’ll have to 
pass control costs on to the con­ 
sumer or we’ll have to quit hav 
ing milk,** he said. “This is not 
just a matter of helping th e 
farm«*.** 


Lani Bird Test 


Starting Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Communications Satellite Corp. 
plans to inaugurate commercial 
communications 
service 
be­ 
tween the United States and Ja­ 
pan late this month via its new 
Lani Bird satellite. 


Lani Bird 2, offioirally known 
as 
intelsat Satellite 2, was 
launched Wednesday from C&pe 
Kennedy, Fla., and reached a 
synchronous orbit Saturday 22,- 
300 miles abov« earth. 


The new Lani Bird, replacing 
Lani Bird 1 which faiiled to 
achieve synchronous orbit, is 
designed to serve as a new com­ 
munications link between the 
United States and the Far East. 


A spokesman said Comsat will 
begin today 10 days of tests to 
determine the spacecraft’s com­ 
munications capacity. It is ex­ 
pected to have about 240 cir­ 
cuits. The first, for use between 
America and Japan, is sched­ 
uled tentatively to be opened 
Jan. 28. 


When launched, Land Bird 2 
leached an eUptical orbit rang­ 
ing between 160 and 19,911 nau­ 
tical miles above earth. Comsat 
sent the spacecraft Saturday 
into a stationary orbit over the 
Pacific at the intematk>nal date 
line. 


Because Lani Bird 1 did not 
reach a synchronous orbit, it 
could be used for communica- 
ti(Mis only on a part-time basis. 
Its 35 circuits now will be used 
only during emergeroies. 


On April 1, the Defense De­ 
partment will claim 30 circuits 
—10 each for communications 
between Hawaii, Japan, the 
Philippines and Thailand. The 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration has contracted 
for half of the new satellite’* 
communicati(»is channels.

Take It Easy, Pionew 
Can You 


By TOM NOLAN 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 


Even though there is still plenty 
of land in the public domain 
and the Homestead Act of 1882 
is still in effect, you’d better 
think twice before you pull 
stakes and rush out to claim 
your 160 acres. 


No l^s an authority than the 
Interior Department’s Bureau 
of Land Management (BLM) 
has quietly been trying to “de- 
emphasize” homesteading for 
the last year or so. 


The reason is simple: al­ 
though there is roughly 480 
million acres of land—about 
one fifth, of the total area of 
the United States— in the pub­ 
lic domain, practically none ot 
it is suitable for homeateadinf. 


**Bluntly, you’ve litUe-chanco 
of homesteading,” warns a re­ 
cent BLM pamphlet. *‘This is 
true even in Ala^a, the ‘last 
frcntier.’ ” 


Better than half of the 480 
million acres are in Alaska; 
lees than one-thousandth of 
them are east of Montana and 
New Mexico. And just about 
every one of them is too dry, 
too rocky or too remotely locat­ 
ed for anybody to convert to 
a farm. 


And under strict interpreta­ 
tion of the Homestead Act, that’s 
precisely what you have to do 
with your 180 acres of public 
land to keep them. 


Any land claimed must be 
classified by BLM as suitable 
for agricultural purposes. The 
anticipated return from farm­ 
ing must be enough to support 
the residents. 


In Alaska, where as recenUy 
as six years ago the Homestead 
Act was ‘‘liberally’* interpreted 
so that a prospective landown­ 
er could keep 180 acres by 
merely planting grass on 20

acres of it and building a shack, 
most of the prime land is now 
owned by tiie state. 


There’s still plenty of public 
land in the state, but the “hard” 
interpretation of the Home­ 
stead Act applies. And, despite 
the fact that most Alaskans 
consider themselves “pioneers,” 
today’s farmer needs quite a 
bit more than an ax, a plow 
and an ox. 


BLM estimates the cost of 
clearing a 180-acre homestead, 
erecting buildings and equip­ 
ping a farm in Alaska may run 
from $40,000 to $80,000. 


So far, only 22,000 acres of 
commercial c r o p l a n d s have 
been developed in all Alaska. 


You can, however, homestead 
on up to 840 acres of state- 
owned land, which is sold at 
public auction to the hipest 
bidder. You can buy it outright 
or homestead on public con­ 
tract, paying 10 per cent down 
and spreading the balance over 
the next nine years. 


Improvement—such as clear­ 
ing part of it, building fences 
or buildings, digging a well or 
constructing an access road— 
can be applied against the an­ 
nual payments. 


What will happen to the 480 


million aci^ of public land? 
Although for all practical pur­ 
poses you can’t homestMd it, 
you can still use it. 


BLM is now beginning to 
build a few rustic campsites 
and similar accommodations on 
the land. But to Bureau plan­ 
ners, the charm of the public 
domain lies in its primitive or 
near-primitive condition. 


They don’t actually foresee 
the day when thousands of 
American families will spend 
their vacations camping out on 
the sagebrush-covered Nevada 
desert. Indeed, to the Bureau’s 
“purists,” this idea is about as 
revolting as the thought of a 
40-foot billboard on their flront 
lawn. 


But they do argue that many 
Americans want to see and ex­ 
plore the vast open spaces for 
what they are. 


In the meantime, they will 
go about their quiet job of dis- 
couraghig America’s p i o n e e r 
spirits from homesteading. Says 
one BLM official: 


“If you’re interested in be­ 
coming a landowner quickly 
and cheaply, for God’s sake 
don’t come to us. Do it the 
easy way. Just look up your 
friendly real estate agent.”
